HEALTH COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Health Committee held two meetings this fall with 
their Local P.T.A.; one in our new schoolhouse, and one in 
South Starksboro. Both were well attended. Mr. Harold Slo- 
cum, guest for the evening at the village meeting, showed 
sound films to illustrate his talk on Tuberculosis. The negro 
voices of “Let My People Live” were much enjoyed. 

The present officers were asked to continue . for another 
year. 

Sick-room supplies have been added to the Loan and Supply ~ 
Closets. These supplies include sheets, pillow cases, hot water 
bags, ice caps, bedpans, thermometers, and other articles. In 
the village the closet is at Mrs. Delno Baker’s home. In South 
Starksboro, Mrs. Nellie Orvis has the supplies. These supplies 
are available to all townspeople. 

Committee members assisted at the preschool and _ school 
medical conferences. All school children were given an oppor- 
tunity to be examined by a physician this year. The Village 
P.T.A. donated money for the examination of 24 children. 

First-aid Classes were taught by Helen Sander, former 
nurse, with an average attendance of 12 in the village and 18 
in South Starksboro. A total of 18 first-aid kits were made. 

The school lunch program was continued until May, with 
a WPA worker in charge at the Robinson School. Jerusalem 
School was served from January to June. From September 
through December Mrs. Kevin Heffernan volunteered to cook 
without pay. Other schools served one hot dish prepared by 
the teacher or a parent. Many children benefited by these hot 
lunches; by gain in weight, better attendance, better work. 

We do hope that these health services can continue and feel 
sure that they will, considering the fine cooperation we have 
had in the past year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The school enrollment in Starksboro for the year 1942-43 
is 117 compared with 120 last year. Enrollments in Vermont 
dropped 5000 pupils during the last school year ending July 1, 
1942. Between June, 1938 and December 1, 1942, net enroll- 
ments have declined over 10,000 in the state. Between Sep- 
tember and December of 1942, the net enrollments have de- 
creased over 300 pupils. 

Letters have been sent to the health committee chairmen in 
most towns receiving services from the Public Health Division 
of the Vermont Department of Public Health asking for in- 
creases in appropriations. Since it is not likely that there will 
be increased state and federal appropriations, it appears that 
necessary additional amounts to meet the increasing cost of 
maintenance will have to come from local sources. The total 
operating expenses of the seventy-three towns having nurs- 
ing service in the state for the current year is estimated at 
$75,000. The appropriations from the towns came to approx- 
imately $18,000 or about 25 per cent of the total budget, 
around 25 per cent from state funds and 50 per cent from 
federal funds. 

All the schools in Starksboro are now enjoying the use of 
the new system of reading introduced into many of my schools 
last year. This system is now in use in all my elementary 
schools, being very much apreciated by the teachers. 

I am very favorably impressed with the work of the tea- 
chers in the different schools. Teachers often do much for the 
boys and girls which is not included in any school program. 
As a result of their industry, faithfulness and constructive 
activities, much real learning takes place. This makes good 
citizens and that is what we wish in our schools. The teacher 
is the most important part of any school. 

In time of war, Rural America has a tremendous responsi- 
bility. It must furnish large quantities of food for victory, 
as well as many of the fighting men. It must not however lose 


aD 


sight of the ideals for which the war is being waged. Rural 
America must lead the way in holding fast to its democratic 
institutions and the democratic way of living. Education is 
an essential part of the war effort and the educational system 
rests upon our public schools. We cannot win the war or the 
peace unless we do all in our power to maintain the present 
standards of our schools. 

Everyone is being called upon to make many sacrifices for 
the education of our children. Teachers are being truly patri- 
otic when they sacrifice higher pay and shorter hours to re- 
main in Vermont to teach its rural children. This requires 
real courage and a determined, intelligent desire to secure for 
this genration the right to understand and cherish democracy. 

Rural America must sacrifice in many ways but it must 
not sacrifice the right of every child to learn. Much new 
equipment and perhaps some of our teachers may have to be 
sacrificed but parents and school officials must not sacrifice 
the basic minimum education which makes skilled and loyal 
citizens. Rural children must never be asked to sacrifice the 
right to good health, the right to vocational training, and the 
right to prepare intelligently for their part in war and in 
peace. | 

With the friendly cooperation which is being shown by the 
teachers and people of Starksboro it should not be difficult to 
maintain the present standard of efficiency in our schools for 
the duration of the war.

Payments of Old Age Assistance to  per- 
sons applying from your town amounted 
to $3,104.00 during the year January 1, 
1942 to December 31, 1942, 


The number of recipients in December, 
1942" was 15. 


As this program touches every community and many per- 
sons, we believe the public should know the following facts: 

The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and services 
constitutes a serious problem to persons dependent on small 
fixed allowances and has been the cause of much concern 
to the Old Age Assistance Department which is responsible 
for the welfare of about 5,400 aged individuals now receiving 
assistance. In addition, there the some 500 eligible applicants 
who cannot yet be helped because sufficient state funds are 
not available. — — 

The resources of this department and its ability to make 
grants are determined by the state appropriation which is 
matched by federal funds. The Legislature, conscious of the 
needs of the aged citizens of the state, has frequently given 
favorable consideration to this problem. The expenses of ad- 
ministering the program have been the lowest of any state in 
the Union on a comparable basis. 

The advice and council of local officials and interested per- 
sons have been very valuable and are gratefully acknowledged.
